For operation at 9 Volts, the resistor change may be needed to keep the 
zener voltages in their zener region. However, on the 3 R-Ms that are 
running here, only one was found where that didn't happen with 9 V applied 
directly to the board. This was with my set of parts and related tolerances. 


Short answer -- measure the zener voltages with 9 volts (a battery) applied 
to the board key up and key down. If the voltage doesn't change your 
probably OK as is. 


Power was supplied from a bench supply and not a battery. A 9 V battery 
may sag quickly with extended operation. I'd suggest an 8-pack of AA cells 
as a minumum. As always, YMMV! 


The voltages measured included the different zener voltages used for the 
R-M/40 and the R-M/20 (main difference is at D5 -- 7.5 vs 4.7 V). 


Two boards have these values for R1 and R9 also R8 respectively: 
470 4.7k 470 -- no change in zener voltage between key up and key down. 


On another board (the newest one) the values are: 
1k 4.7k 470 -- the voltage at R1 floated between key up and key down. 


The floating voltage indicates to me that the R1 value of the 1k should be 
lowered for 9 V operation. The value used would need to supply current to 
the zener and U1 the SA612. Because 470 Ohms was used on 2 boards, a safe 
value might be 680 Ohms. 


To know what voltage is needed for proper SA612 operation would need an 
answer from someone who knows the what and why of SA612s -- thats not me. 


Some have tried, including me, running R-Ms from 9 V. They seem to work 
OK. But I suspect stability will suffer if the zeners are not actually in 
the zener region and the voltages float around.

This is usually caused by feedback via the voltage supply line. This is 
often made worse by running off of a battery that is going flat and thus 
has a higher internal resistance. 


If that is not the case, there are two other solutions to fix the 
problem. One is to use a separate 6 or 8v regulator 7808/7806/7805 that 
feeds just the '386. I have used this solution several times to fix 
exactly the problem you describe. 


Another solution is to use a capacitive multiplier. This requires three 
parts, a 2n2222/2n4401 or similar NPN transistor, a resistor and a 10 - 
47 uf cap. Connect the collector to the supply voltage, a 2K-5K 
resistor from collector to the base, the capacitor from the base to 
ground, and the emitter to the '386 supply line. This capacitive 
multipier/emitter follower arrangement also isolates the '386 from the 
supply line in a manner similar to the voltage regulator. 


I have also heard of similar problems happening when a 386 is connected 
to a supply voltage that is too high. There are a variety of '386 chips 
out there, and a lot of them are not rated for 12v. Connecting them 
directly to 12v (instead of the rated 6 or 9v) causes permanent damage, 
but the part still kind of works. In this case, a new '386 chip is in 
order, along with either a voltage regulator (7808/7806/7805) ox the 
above capacitive multiplier with an extra resistor from the base to 
ground to reduce the output voltage to set the supply voltage to a lower 
value. With the capacitive multiplier, a 3.3K resistor from collector 
to base and a 4.7K resistor from base to ground ought to reduce the 
voltage to something safe.

Time to get the numbers right. I'm 41 counties away from getting them all 
QRP. So that can be considered close. Although with several to go in MT 
and ND it may take a while. There are not too many hams in some of those 
counties, the mobiles are more likely to hit that part of the country 
during the summer, plus I have to hit the right propogation to get them. 


As for QRPp, I've still got 588 more to go. That will take a while, if I 
ever make it. 


The immediate goals are to finish the counties all QRP-CW and also to bring 
the average power to work the counties down under one watt. Right now the 
average is 2.21 watts per county. And if I do nothing but get the 
remaining 41 counties QRP that will bring the average down to 1.26

QRP HALL OF FAME FOR 2003 


We are now accepting nominations for possible inductions into the QRP Hall 
of Fame in 2003. If you feel someone has had a significant impact on the QRP 
community through outstanding accomplishments (technical, operating, 
organizational, etc), it's time to nominate them for this honor. 

You have until the end of February to get your write-ups in; send them to 
me, Ken Evans, W4DU. My US mail and e-mail address are at the end of this 
notice. I will collect them and pass them on to the voters, a week or so 
will be allowed to discuss them before voting, and the inductees (if any) 
will be announced in Dayton at the QRP ARCI Awards Banquet. (A 2/3 vote is 
required for induction.) 


The voting body consists of the QRP ARCI Board of Directors (I will abstain, 
since I am the HoF administrator this year), President, and Vice President. 
Those who were inducted into the QRP Hall of Fame in the last two rounds 
will also be given the option to vote if they wish. 

Nominations may be submitted by anyone, whether a member of the QRP ARCI or 
not. Similarly, membership is not required for someone to receive the honor, 
since this is an award to recognize those who have made great contributions 
to the QRP community, not just to the QRP ARCI. 

If submitting a nomination, you must do more than simply toss out a name. We 
need to have a few paragraphs giving some details of the accomplishments, 
telling us why the person is worthy of being in the QRP Hall of Fame. Don't 
count on all of the voters knowing everything about your favorite QRP hero; 
you think they are worthy of the honor and it's your duty to convince them. 
In the past, it was not unusual to see comments to the effect that since 
someone didn't bother to write more than a line or two, then the nominee 
must not be very worthy of getting the vote. 

While we have no list of specific requirements to meet for induction, 
we do have some guidelines. In general, nominees should be someone who has 
made significant contributions to QRP in one or more areas, and preferably 
things benefiting a large number of people. Long-term contributions carry 
more weight than limited, short-term ones. Nominees have a much better 
chance of induction if they have been actively serving the QRP community for 
an extended period of time, i.e., several years. Naturally, the nomination 
letters should only include information on achievements that are related to 
QRP. 

Send all nominations to me and I will acknowledge them. If you do not hear 
back from me in a reasonable time, please assume that I never received it, 
and let me know. We'd hate to see someone lose out on the chance to be 
inducted because a letter or e-mail never got through. 

As always, each nominee is judged on his/her merits; this is not a 
competition to choose the top two or three or whatever. There are no quotas 
and no limits. If the voters don't feel any nominees truly deserve the honor 
this time around, none will be inducted simply for the sake of having 
someone to announce at Dayton. On the other hand, if there are a dozen 
nominees and all are judged worthy, all will be inducted. Happily, we have 
had inductees every year since the program was revived in 1996. 


Remember, if there is someone you feel is deserving of being inducted into 
the QRP Hall of Fame, you have until the end of February to submit a 
nominating letter or e-mail to me.
